President Bush discusses social 
security issues with Nebraskans

It was an excited crowd that waited 
in an endless line outside of the Qwest 
Center Friday morning. Attendants and 
Secret Service bustled around, directing 
traffic and screening guests. Friday 
morning held much anticipation and 
excitement for the red state of Nebraska. 
Its Republican leader would soon 
arrive. 

Just two days after the State of the 
Union address, President George W. 
Bush had a lot on his mind. The reason 
for his visit to Nebraska was to discuss 
strengthening social security for the 
21St century. For years, the American 
public has debated over the issue of 
whether there will be any money left 
for them when they retire. While the 
US. government has repeatedly told 
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the public no changes will be made President Bush speaks during the Social Secuirty forum Friday at the Qwest Center. 


for adults older than 55, the rest of 
the population has not received 
reassurance. 

The President believes social security 
funds are a concern for two main reasons. 
First of all, life expectancy in 2005 is 
approximately 77 years of age. When social 
security was created in 1935, most people 
did not live long enough to collect any of 
their retirement benefits. Second, there are 
fewer workers to support the increasing 
number of retirees. In 1935, there were 
40 workers per retiree. Today there’ are 
three workers per retiree receiving social 


security benefits. As the baby boomer 
generation grows older, this problem will 
accelerate rapidly, eventually depleting all 
existing funds, It is estimated that in 2018, 
social security will be paying out more 
than what it is bringing in. 

Friday morning President Bush told 
Nebraskans they have nothing to fear. 

“The job of the President is to confront 
problems, not pass them onto future 
generations,” Bush said. 

His solution to the problem is to 
give ownership to Americans by allowing 


them to allocate a portion of their money 
into a “personal retirement account”. The 
current system of social security earns 
virtually no interest. The new system 
could conservatively earn a four percent 
return per year, allowing the money to 
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compound and grow until retirement, | 


according to President Bush. 

The personal retirement account 
would work much like a mutual fund, 
allowing individuals to invest in a 
diversified group of low risk stocks and 
bonds. The pay out would work much

Custodial services is responsible 
for setting up and taking down rooms, 
fixing walls and overall maintenance 
of the student center. 

Health, Physical, Education 
and Recreation employees were 
commended for 25 years of enhancing 
“the character of our university by 
reaching out to the Omaha community,” 
according to the statement. 

“The recent purchase of the rock 
climbing wall presents an exciting 
experience for students to meet and 
interact with one another as well as 
an enjoyable form of exercise.

well. 

Money-hungry gold 
diggers and merchants 
founded the town in 1879, 
It was the third placein the 
US. to legalize gambling 
and since then, the town has spent more than 
$170 million to restore the downtown area to 
appear as it did when first built. The town has 
museums, a historic gold mine and houses the 
graves of western legends Wild Bill Hickok 
and Calamity Jane. 


South Dakota Tourism 


The town also has a city-wide trolley 
system that runs 24 hours a day and 
connects almost all of the hotels, casinos and 
attractions. 

They hold special events for holidays, 
including St. Patrick’s Day, which happens 
to fall on Spring Break week. The events may 
include live bands, parades and special deals. 

There are dozens of hotels and motels 
in and around Deadwood. If the plain old 
hotel sounds boring, there are also bed 
and breakfasts, condos, cabins, lodges and 
campgrounds. According to a press release, 
accommodations start as low as $19.95 a 
night and two days of skiing or one day of 
snowmobiling starts at $95 a person. 

According, to mapquest.com, the drive 
to Deadwood from UNO campus would be 
around eight or nine hours up through Sioux 
Falls, S.D. and on west towards Deadwood.

For this spring break, if a trip to Mexico 
or Colorado sounds mundane and crowded 
for you, Deadwood is the place to throw on 
the old cowboy boots and ski the slopes of the 
Black Hills.

The UNO men’s basketball team is back 
in a tie for first place in the North Central 
Conference after weekend wins over South 
Dakota and Augustana. The Mavericks 
made the road sweep beating USD 77-72 and 
Augustana 75-61. 

It has been nearly a month since UNO 
lost back-to-back NCC games against North 
Dakota. Since then, the Mavericks have taken 
down South Dakota bwice, St. Cloud State and 
Augustana . Head) Coach Kevin McKenna 
emphasized to his team how important it 
was to get over the hump after back-to-back 
conference losses, and not letting his team’s 
great season slip away. 

“The one thing 1 like about our team is 
that we got that never-say-die type of attitude, 
and we want to play a full 40 minutes of tough, 
hard-nosed basketball,” McKenna said. 

Hard-nosed would be the key word for 
the Maverick’s defense. In the last four games, 
UNO has held their opponents to just an 
average of 69 points per game, including 
the 72 points they held South Dakota to in 
overtime at their last match-up, against a team 
averaging 85 points per game on the season. 

Senior guard Andre Tarpley is enjoying 
the success his team is having, much like the 
success during, his senior year at Benson High, 
when his team finished second in the state. 
After beating tough conference opponents St. 
Cloud State and South Dakota, the Mavericks 
were humble and didn’t get too cocky heading 
into their game at Augustana. 

“We had to get prepared for that game, 
coach called ita trap game because Augustana 
had nothing, to loose and we did,” Tarpley 
said. 

The Mavericks did just that, sticking to 
their game plan and beating Augustana on the 
road 76-61. Rebounding, is another basketball 
statistic the Mavericks are dominating, ‘The 
Mavericks are one of the best rebounding 
teams in the NCC, averaging more than 
40 rebounds per game, companed to. their 
opponents 33.8 rebounds per game.

Iowa playhouse operator offers money to save Glenwood city pool
